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HE object of this booklet is to give correct 
description of the different varieties of 
watermelon, for the benefit of dealers in the seed. 
It issurprising to know that so few are familiar 
in detail with the different sorts; many of the 
varieties listed in the general catalogs are 
synonym. 

I have mentioned nearly all the distinct 
sorts of merit, and have tried to be condensed 
in the descriptions, and, in giving a description 
of the different sorts it is what I have learned 
from fourteen year’s experience and close ob- 
servation as a grower. I have watched with in- 
terest the development of new sorts, and am 
pleased to say, that a number of sorts introduced 
in recent years have sterling qualities. 


Culture 


Select sandy loam soil, plant in rows 8x12 
feet; when fourth leaf appears thin to one 
vine to the hill; use 500 to 600 pounds good 
grade guano, cultivate shallow and fast. 


Each vine will produce one to two desire- 
able seed melons, and requires an average of 
seven melons to produce a pound of seed, or 
about 100 pounds per acre.
